Twenty (20) consecutive annual in- 
Stalments With interest at not more 
| than Six (6) per cent per annum, 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Board of 
the said district enacts as follows: 

1. That the Board do borrow the 
said sum of Ninety-Eight Thousand 
($98,000) dollars or any less sum 
pursuant to the provisions of The 
Municipal Hospitals Act, and that 
debentures of the said district be 
issued for such amount, payable to

STUDY SHOWS SHELTERBELTS 
REDUCE SOIL DRIFTING 


Establishment of field shelter: | 
belt projects in certain areas of 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba has 
permitted a study of the effect of 
tree rows on wind velocity and crop 
growth, says W. J. Staple, Soil Re- 
search Laboratory, Swift Current, 
Sask. 

A series of dense, three-row shel. 
terbelts, 18 feet high and spaced at 
10-rod intervals, reduced the speed 
of a cross-Wind at all points within 
intervening strips. A reduction of 
10 to 20 percent was measured at 
the most exposed points, Hedges of 
single row caragana, 7 to 9 feet 
high, did not shelter at all points 
Within a 40- rod strip, but the ex- 
tent of sheltering was at least 20 
times the height of the trees. 

Other meusurements showed that 
Wind velocities were approximately 
the same at corresponding points 
in the strips between a series of 
Single-row parallel hedges. There 
Was no evidence of a cumulative 
effect—that the sheltering inereas- 
ed with the number of hedges to 
windward,

WASTE OF LIFE AND PROPERTY 
BY FIRE HAS INCREASED 


Waste of life anu property by fire 
has increased so that the problem 
extends far beyond the fire insur- 
ance business, fire marshals and fire 
prevention organizations, It is a 
problem of national interest both 
economically and socially. 

The tremendous loss of life and 
property every year commands the 
special thought and attention of 
every citizen interested in the wel- 
fare of Canada, 

Insurance can reimburse the in- 
sured for lost property value, but 
again, it has been shown from ex- 
perience that only a small percent. 
age of policy holders are insured 
up to full value, so that the policy 
holder is unable to be recompensed 
for his full loss, Insurance cannot 
bring back national resources from 
smoke and ashes, nor can it re- 
store lives, 

Carelessness and recklessness are 
the principal enemies that we must 
constantly fight against. Careless 
use of matches and careless smok: 
ing habits rank first in the list of 
known causes of fire. 

In 1950, the last year for which 
Statistics were published, out of 
59,710 fires reported 21,995 were

After enjoying life in the fields 
during the summer the grown up 
rat families are now looking for 
winter quarters. They are moving 
in upon elevators, farmsteads and 
other buildings that wll give them 
food and protection. Five hundred 
Alberta farmsteads have now been 
poisoned-proofed between  town- 
ships 23 and 37, in a strip 12 miles 
wide in the eastern part of the 
province, Rats entering this area 
are not likely to live long, since 
contact with the special powder 
laid out for them means death. 

It is reliably estimated that not 
over 25 percent of the people in the 
province know what a rat looks like.
